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The directions are, of little use to those who can take personal 
instruction, which is always preferable ; if an instructor can not be 
had; the pupil must pay strict attention to the explanations here 
given, and also to the drawings on the Chart, and see which way the 
lines slope, as it is a model drawing. 

In preparing the Chart for use, paste it on to undressed cotton ; 
stretched on a board, or table, until it is thoroughly dry, then cut out 


each piece separately, the two large pieces, are the front and back 


scale, the seven rules must be either pasted to thick paste-board, or 


duplicates, made in wood, and numbered the same as the printed ones,

INSTRUCTIONS 


FOR 


PRINCESS LOUISE CHART. 


DIRECTIONS FOR TAKING THE MEASURE. 


The person you measure should be tidily dressed ; stand at her 
back, with her arms slightly raised. Place the tape under them, 
over the fullest part of the form, and bring it together over the 
stoulder blades, and make it as tight as the dress is required ; 
write down the number of inches, this is the breast measure. Take 
the measure round the bottom of the waist; write down the num- 
ber, this is the waist measure. Place the end of tape under the 
arm, Glose to the arm pit, hold it there, and carry the measure to 
the hip, allow one half inch for seams; write down the number. 
You can measure yourself by drawing the ends of the tape to the 
front. It is seldom two persons measure exactly alike. Repeat 
measuring until you thoroughly understand it. 


DIRECTIONS FOR DRAFTING THE FRONT. 


To get the size or ruling number, take one third of the breast 
measure, and place it between the two notches, on the front, of 
the chart near the neck dot, carry it across the arm size to the 
number on the wing of the chart, which gives the figures for the 
whole pattern: if the measure goes to a line between the figures, 
it represents a half size. For instance, if a person measures 36 
inches, 12 would be one third, which is 14 on the chart. Fold 
the selyage edges of the lining together, draw a straight line one 
and one fourth inch from the selvage, Place the centre line of the 
chart even with the long straight line; with the top of the chart 
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at the left end of the cloth, hold it firmly; make a dot with a 
pencil at KH, the neck dot, between the two notches, on the front 
of the chart, and at the ruling number on the top; also at the 
ruling number on each side of the wing, or A, and b, row of 
figures. Remove the chart, and draw a line, from dot C, to dot 
K, by the outside of half circle, or neck rule, next place the arm 
size, that has the ruling number on it, between the dots A, and L, 
so that the upper ruling number will touch dot L, and the long 
straight edge, will touch dot A, draw a line from dot A, to the 
lower ruling number on-the arm size. Place the point of the 
shoulder rule at dot C, and the rounding part two inches below 
dot A, draw a line from dot ©, to the arm size. 


Measure the length of the waist from the lower part of the 
arin size, straight down under the arm, mark the waist line. 
Place the square end of the rule on the front line even with the 
waist line under the arm, dot at the figures corresponding with 
the waist measure, add to that the size of darts required, dot 
again, this is dot G, place the point of the rule at dot F, and 
the straight edge to touch dot G, draw a line from F to G, for 
the side seam; draw a straight line across the cloth, even with 
the waist line to dot G, draw a line one inch below this half 
way across, for the bottom of the darts. Place the rule on the 
cloth, even with the lower part of the arm size, dot at the front 
line, hold the rule firmly at the arm size, slip it down one inch 
on the front line, draw a line on the lower side of the rule, 
measure the distance one inch from the front line to the arm size, 
in the narrowest place, divide this number into thirds; measure 
on the line for the height of the darts, commencing one inch from 
the front line, dot at each third, place the point of the dart rule 
at the first dot, and one and one-fourth inch from the tront line, 
at the bottom of the waist; draw a line on each side of the rule, 
place the point of the rule on the other dot of the dart, and one 
half inch from the first dot, at the bottom of the waist; draw a 
line on each side of the rule, draw a line with the point of the 
rule from dot G to the bottom of the last dart K. 


DIRECTIONS FOR: DRAFTING THE BACK. 


Place the long straight edge of the back chart even with the 
centre of the cloth and dot at the ruling number, on M row of 
figures, also at the ruling number on each side of the wing, or 
N and O row of figures. Place the point of the rule at dot M, 
draw a line to the edge of the cloth for the neck, place the point 
of the rule at dot N, and draw a line by the inside of the rule 
from N to O. Measure from dot O straight down, dot for the 
length of the waist, place the square end of the rule at the centre 
of the back, dot at the figures corresponding with the waist 
measure, this is dot P ; drawa line from dot P to the edge of the 
cloth, for the bottom of the waist; place the point of the rule 
at dot O, draw a line to dot P, by the inside of the rule. Place 
the point of the back shoulder rule at dot M, and have the front 
shoulder rule touch dot N, draw a line from dot M to the arm 
size. ‘Take a small bias half an inch at the bottom of the waist, 
extending up as far as straight across from the lower part of the 
arm size. Lay on the side body rule, at the middle of the arm size, 
and one-fourth of an inch from the small bias at the bottom of 
the waist, draw a line for the form of the side body in the back. 
Repeat drawings until you thoroughly understand them. 


EXAMPLE. 


Take your own, or some adults measure, and draw a pattern, 
in the same manner, as the drawing on the chart. The No. 1 
pattern imitates an adult’s, but is too small to give proper space 
between the darts, &c. In case the breast measure goes out to 
Jig. 12, dot 12’s make the letters, the same, as the No. 1 pattern. 
If the the measure goes to a line, between the figures, dot at the 
half sizes, dot the neck at the figure, as their are no half’ sizes. 
If you dot fig. 124, at the breast, dot jig. 12, at the neck, and 
use the 12 arm size. When you draw the back, dot the same 
Jig., that you dotted on the front, the breast measure gives the 
figure for the whole pattern.

HOW TO CUT AN OPEN FRONT LINING. 


Firm undressed jean, makes the best lining. If not firm, it 
should be stretched, so that it will not draw away from the ma- 
terial, Yet many prefer linen for summer dresses, as it is cooler 
than jean. The drawings are made on the lining, the same as 
the model drawing on the Chart ; allow one and one fourth inch 
for hem and lap in front. In cutting, allow one inch under the 
arm and one half inch on the shoulder for seams, crease the lining 
on the lines to get the pattern on the other half. 


AN OPEN BACK LINING. 


Double the material lengthwise, lay the Chart on the centre of 
the lining, draw the front one size smaller than the measure, at 
the A and L, row of figures, remove the Chart; make the draw- 
ing, without the hem in front. The back is fitted one size larger 
than the measure, at the N and O, row of figures ; allow one and 
one fourth inch for the hem, in the back. (See Cut.) 
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REMARKS. 


In drawing a front if you desire a very loose shoulder and 
arm size, place the point of the rule at dot C and draw a line to 
dot A, by the shoulder rule. If you desire a very tight fit 
above the bosom, pare off to the shoulder lines, draw another line 
one half inch below this for seams, pare out the neck as much as 
you took off the shoulders; do not hollow out the arm size. 
For a very long shoulder to droop on the arm, extend the sloping 
line beyond the arm line. (See cut.) In this case measure the 
back shoulder by the front shoulder; if you have a very sloping 
shoulder, give the front and back an extra slope, near the arm size: 

For a common slope, draw the sloping line about two inches 
below the A dot on the front, and three-fourth of an inch below 
the N dot on the back, for a square high shoulder draw the line 
about one inch below the A dot, take up a little gore on the point 
of the shoulder, give it an extra slope below the gore. (See cut.) 
Fit the outside smooth over this without the pleat. If you desire 
a pointed waist it is better open in the back, draw a straight line 
across the bottom of the waist, the length you wish the point, let 
the bottom of the darts run in to the extreme point, draw a 
curved line from the seam under the arm to the last dart with 
the side body rule. 


If you wish a narrower back, dot one half inch smaller than 
scale, allowing the front one half inch larger than scale. The 
simplest form of patern is without darts, this is for little boys and 
girls waists. It can be made high or low as required. 

In drawing patterns, for Children, for the shoulders, use the 
centre of large rules, allowing them to extend beyond the dots 
on each end. Jor a Miss who has no form, take up a dart, with 
the side-body rule, to the arm size, dot one inch beyond seale on 
the waist line, and take it up in side body dart. If you desire 
a large full bust, draw the darts by the large dart rule, make 
them a little lower than for small forms. For medium forms, 
use the large rule for the first dart, and the small rule for the 
second. For small forms, use the small rule for them. Fora 


large bust some prefer three darts, in that case divide the dart 
line into fourths, and draw the darts, by the small rule. For 
Basques or any garment requiring a side body on the front, draw 
the back dart to the arm size by the side body rule. Draw the 
the darts according to judgment. Bear in mind, that a flat form is 
very ungraceful, it is better to cut a full pattern; and if required 
use padding. For a low neck draw a high pattern, and then 
mark it low with side body rule, give the pattern an extra slope. 
For a Basque, or any other tight fitting garment to cover the 
hips, slope out below the waist, do not allow on the bottom of the 
waist for the seam, as the skirt is cut on. ‘Take a gore from the 
seam under the arm to the last dart. 


A garment of this kind must be fitted over the hips to fit well, 
cut the material full, and then take up to fit.
